Governments and communities the world over have improved and con- 
tinue to improve roads and main highways. Hundreds of millions of the 
taxpayers’ money is being spent annually in 90 doing, while the maintenance | 
of these higher standard highways costs tens of millions more. And the 
better the roads, the more accidents. 

_Automobile manufacturers continue to take advantage of these better 
highways to turn out more powerful and even faster cars. They equip them 
with better brakes, better tires, safety glass, better devices of every con- 
ceivable kind, ‘and then they are turned loose on the highways. 

.. Volumes of laws and regulations are passed to control the operation of 
these cars and traffic regulations of many kinds are approved and ordered to 
be enforced.

Acts As Steadying Force 


Nothing Can Fill Place Of News- 
paper In Community Life 

Dublin newspapers resumed pub- 
lication after a suspension of nine 
weeks due to ‘a printers’ strike. It 
was a period marked by a plague of 
rumors, and business languished. 

The modern newspaper, in addi- 
tion to the vital part it plays in the 
relationship of buyer and seller, is a 
tremendous steadying force in com- 
munity life. There is no agency ade- 
quate to fill its place. Not infre- 
quently even over a week. end the 
wildest rumors develop out of noth- 
ing to blaze across a city, and in 
Dublin’s newsless weeks the impossi- 
bility of overtaking alarming stories 
must have created a situation of ex- 
treme confusion. : 

Many people like to denounce the 
newspapers as they denounce govern- 
ments and capitalists and preachers 
and lawyers and the weather. There 
are persons in the habit of proclaim- 
ing solemnly as though it meant 
something that they ‘never. believe 
what they see in the papers.” They 
do this and. say these things, be- 
cause the newspaper is so intimately 
a part of their daily lives that they 
look upon it as a member of the 
family speak of it as frankly as they 
speak to one another about the 
other’s faults. 

A city deprived of its newspapers 
for any reason is a city only half 
alive, and a suspension such as Dub- 
lin has known ranks almost as a 
major catastrophe.—Ottawa Journal. 


Canadian Skippers 


Piloting Ships-Sailing The Oceans 
Under Many Flags 

Canada may not. possess a mer- 
chant marine equal in size to those 
of some other countries, but she has 
contributed and is still contributing a 
large number of skippers to pilot the 
ships sailing the oceans of the world 
under other flags. 

Almost every day the Halifax 
Chronicle carries a column devoted 
to the movements of Bluenose skip- 
pers in command of merchant ves- 
sels plying the seas. The variety and 
breadth of their services is remark- 
able. Here is a typical list of a day’s 
movements of these sailors: 

The freighter Oneida reached Bos- 
ton from Jacksonville in command 
of a Yarmouth master. Another 
freighter sailed from Sydney for New 
Zealand and Australia in charge of 
a Summerville master, An oil tanker 
was due at Baltimore from Atreco

Position Of Canada 
Dominion Has No Ambition To Com- 
mand Dominating Place In 

The World : 

Col. Thomas Polson tells Cana- 
dians, through the columns of a Bri- 
tish magazine, this Dominion is des- 
tined to be the “dominating country 
of the Americas,” and that we shall 
probably get to that proud position 
in about fifty years. 

It is gratifying, of course, to be 
told how great a future awaits this 
Canada of ours, and to know that her 
possibilities and resources are coming 
to be better known in the old lands. 
But this “dominating” idea will stir 
no great enthusiasm among Cana- 
dians. 

Europeans probably can’t’ under- 
stand it but the fact is Canadians do 


not aspire to “dominate” anybody or: 


any country other than themselves 
and their own country. They fully 
intend to maintain and develop their 
own national existence, but do not 
waste much time worrying about 
whether or not the Dominion is to ‘be- 
come more populous and more 
wealthy than the United States, and 
no time at all dreaming dreams of 
national dominance. 

This idea of “dominating” other 
peoples and countries has been. the 
curse of Europe. It has killed gen- 
erations there, driven a half dozen of 


the leading countries to politely re- 


pudiate their war debts to the’ United 
States, and turned the old world into 
a snarling menagerie, whose inmates 
are always threatening to break the 
bars of their cages and fall upon 
each other tooth and nail. 

We want none of that on this side 
of the Atlantic. Perhaps, to the in- 
telligentsia| of Europe, Canadians 
seem hopelessly low-browed. Be that 
as it may. Our--highest national 
ideal is to attend strictly to our own 
business and let all other nations do 
the same.—Edmonton Journal.

Butter Wen Canada’s Prairies 


Survey To Be Made Of 100 Cream- 
eries Operating In The. West: 

An analysis of the operations of 
approximately 100 creameries in Can- 
;ada’s Prairie Provinces—Manitoba, 
| Saskatchewan, and Alberta—is being 
undertaken by the Dominion Depart- 
| Sent of Agriculture in co-operation 
with. the agriculture departments of 
the provinces concerned. Creameries 
| have been selected in the three prov- 
inces in proportion to the total number 
{os creameries operating and the total 
volume of butter made. The primary 
purpose of the study is to provide in- 
formation that will assist creamery 
operators to increase the efficiency of 
their plants. Factors affecting costs, 
managements policies, methods of 
financing, sales policies, and other 
matters will be given consideration. 

While 
Canada are famous throughout the 
world for the quantity and quality of 
the wheat grown on their fertile 
plains, they are also important for 
their production of dairy products, 
and in 1933 contributed 105,851,200 
‘pounds, or over 32 per cent. of Can¢ 
,ada’s total butter make. Prairie 
| creameries accounted for 62,626,200 
‘pounds of this production, the bal- 
ance being. dairy butter. 
| In common with wheat, butter pro- 
,duced in the “Prairie Provinces is 
/second to none in quality. Western 
| Canada creameries scored heavily at 
the Canadian National Exhibition in 
Toronto this year when a Manitoba 
creamery won the silver cup fer the 
highest scoring creamery utter ex- 
hibited. Ten Manitoba creameries 
; and one from Saskatchewan were in- 
cluded in the first prize group for 
salted butter in a 14-pound box, and 
in the class for salted butter in a 
56-pound box, Manitoba had 28 en- 
tries of which 27 obtained prizes.

No signs of infestation by the 
Japanese beetle, which has been doing 
serious damage to trees, shrubs, 
flowers, fruits, vegetables and lawns 
in the northeastern states, have been 
found in Canada, 

Early in July of this year, Japan-

ese beetle traps, in which were placed’ 


geranoil and eugenol, two essential 
oils used in perfumery, to which it 
has been found the beetles are 
strongly attracted, were distributed 
in the Niagara Peninsula, Toronto, 


Montreal, Saint John, N.B., and 
Yarmouth, N.S., districts) The traps 
were distributed to determine 


whether the beetle had invaded Can- 
ada but none have been caught in 
any of the traps. The trapping activ- 
ities attracted considerable attention 
from the public. 

Many persons submitted insects to 
the Entomological Branch and to 
Entomological Inspectors which were 
thought to be the Japanese beetle, 
but none of the insects proved to be 
such. The Japanese beetle was first 
found on this side of the world dur- 
ing the summer of 1916 at Philadel- 
phia, Pa., and since then it has multi- 
plied and spread in the north-eastern 
part of the United States and has 
been discovered at several points not 
far from the International Boundary. 
It is one of the most destructive of 
foreign insects. The co-operation and 
asssitance of the public is appreciat- 

jed by the Dominion Entomologist and 
his staff.

More Than 36 Hours Ahead 

Amateur ‘weather prophets may 
guess correctly sometimes but gen- 
erally their prognostications are in- 
accurate in the opinion of E. B. 
Shearman of the Dominion meteor- 
ological bureau at Vancouver. 

When a chipmunk is seen busily 
storing up a pretentious larder while 
the last traces of summer are disap- 
pearing, it doesn’t mean a hard and 
severe winter necessarily, Mr. Shear- 
man said. In fact, the little fellow 
}is only being prepared, 

“At this time of the year there are 
always amateur weather forecasters 
who come forth with bold predictions 
of a mild or severe winter,” he said. 


“Don't take those who read the 
weather signs too seriously.” |

The eye of scientists are on a little 
factory which has just. been opened 
at Mannheim-Rheinau in Germany. - 

This factory has been built with 
the support of the Nazi government, 

One of the scientists responsible for 
it is a Lancashire professor. 

Lorry loads of wood are going into 
it, and are being transformed by tn- 
tricate chemical processes into some 
of the essential foods of life. 

It means that it will be impossible 
in future for any country with tim. 
ber to be starved out ih time of war. 

The timber is turned by diluté acid 
treatment into sugar—not ordinary 
sugar, but glucose, the fundamental 
of all foods. 

Glucose can be converted easily 
into yeast, foodstuffs, Alcohol, resin, 
glycerine — for nitro-glycerine ex- 
plosives—and a hundred other things. 

Already the work is on & commer- 
cial scale, and millions of acres of 
European land, which are regarded as 
useless except for timber, now  be- 
came of equal economic importance 
with cultivated farm lands. 

The chemists responsible for this 
discovery are Dr. Friedrich Bergius, 
a German scientist, and. Dr. W. R. 
Ormandy, a research chemist from 
Wigan, Lancashire, who is now living 
in London. 

Dr. Bergius has been working on 
the scheme for 15 years. Dr. Or- 
mandy joined him 10 years ago. 

British firms who have been sup- 
| Porting Dr. Bergius and Dr. Or- 
; mandy in their research will share in 
the benefits of the discovery. 

There are 3,000,000 acres of wood- 
land in Britain. The state controls 
| 800,000 acres, and the other 2,700,000 
acres are private property. 

Britain, according to the latest fig- 
ures, has only 1,580,000 acres of land 
under oats—less than half the wood- 
land acreage. 

This means that Britain, if equip- 
ped with these factories, could draw 
on 3,000,000 extra acres of’ land for 
a food supply in time of emergency.

“Germany realizes the importance 
of this discovery because of her ex- 
periences during the war. 

“She had to starve her population 
to provide material for explosives. 

“But now things are different, and 
that is what Hitler meant when he 
said recently: ‘German scientists with 
German materials are going to make 
Germany an independent nation.’ 

“Every year on every acre of’ fov- 
est land nearly the same amount of 
digestible cellulose and other carbo- 
hydrate foods are produced.as on an 
acre of land under oats. 

“Only about half of the available 
wood can be used as timber, and it 
became obvious to us that there was 
an enormous source of raw mater'rl 
for the production of foodstuffs at the 
disposal of mankind if only we could 
find a technical process to transfo:m 
it into glucose. 

“We soon discovered how to make 
alcohol from wood. 

“We then found out how to pro- 
duce a digestible sugar which can. 
be used as human food directly- in 
the form of pure glucose, or indirect- 
ly in the form of a cattle food. 

“The production of yeast followed 
quickly. 

“The factory at Rheinau is, now 
capable of producing each year more 
than 6,000 tons of pure carbo- 
hydrates for food. 

“The discovery is as important a 
factor in guaranteeing an independ- 
ent food supply as the coal hydro- 
generafion process is in guarantece- 
ing independence from supplies of 
foreign oil.”

Palace Built On Piles 


Amsterdam City Stands On Four 
Million Fir Trunks 

A town built on four million piles! 
Not one house on solid soil, but all 
resting on. scores of piles, driven 
through the swampy turf surface in- 
to the hard sandy soil from 36 to 48 
feet below. This is Amsterdam! 

In the centre of the city, on the 
Square called the Dam, stands the 
Royal Palace. Built hundreds of 
years ago it was originally intended 
as the town hall and consequently 
does not make a first-class palace. 
However, the Queen spends only one 
week every year in it. 

This Royal] Palace is built on 13,659 
piles. Although this happened near- 
ly 300 years ago, they still carry 
their heavy weight like rock. 

These piles should be driven into 
the soil far enough that they are en- 
tirely covered by the subsoil water, 
which prevents them rotting—as long 
as no air can get at them they are 
safe’ 

They are from 36 to 48 feet long, 
and are imported chiefly from Rus- 
‘sia and Norway and selected from 
the tallest and straightest fir trees. 
In former years Holland bought them 
in large quantities from Germany. 
However, as Russia and Norway sell 
them cheaper nowadays, the German 
piles are no longer imported. 


Little Journevs In Science | 


COAL 
(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.¥ 


A century ago, the great British 
statesman, Sir Robert Peel, said that 
the future belonged to the nation 
which could produce the most coal. 
Certainly the importance of coal can- 
not be over-estimated, and there is 
little doubt that the sudden curtail- 
ment of the world’s coal supply would 
be.an unbearabe blow to our civiliza- 
tion. In transportation, manufactur- 
ing, and for heating it is widely used, 
and the production of those mighty 
tools of man, iron and steel, depend 
upon it. 

Coal is known to the scientist as a 
carbonaceous mineral, because carbon 
is a fundamental part of its struc- 
ture. Formed from the luxurious 
vegetable growth of early geographi- 
cal ages, it is the product of the slow 
decomposition of these materials in a 
limited amount of air. Geologists 
tell us that the conditions most fav- 
ourable to its formation are found in 
fresh-water lakes bordered by flat, 
marshy land, on which an abundance 
of vegetation grows. The plants 
grow, decay, and grow again, push- 
ing their way out into the lake and 
| gradually building up on the bed a 
mass of peat, which is the first stage 
in the development of coal. Gradu- 
ally the mass hardens first forming 
lignite or “brown” coal. As hundreds 
| of thousands of years pass, the layers 
| of peat are buried by masses of clay 

and sand which harden into rock, and 
| which through the heat, pressure, 
|} and chemical action in the soil be- 
| come first bituminous and then an- 

thracite, or hard coal.
